How To Pick a Christmas Tree: — 


Going to buy a Christmas tree? It 
you are a city dweller to whom all 
trees in the Christmas category look 
alike, the Department of Agriculture 
has some shopping tips: The Forestry 
service, carefully avoiding any out-and 
out recommendation, says that balsam 
fir, black spruce, eastern red cedar, 
and white spruce are the most popular 
selections. 


This is the way to identify them: 

The balsam fir can be distinguished 
by its unusual fragrance and recog 
nized by its short, flat, dark green 
needles which have rounded tips. 

The Douglas fir has short flat, soft 
pointed dark green needles which are 
attached all the way around the twig. 

The black spruce needles are stiff, 
crowded, somewhat curved, four-sided 
and short. They are a pale blue-green 
and end in sharp hard tip. This tree 
sometimes has cones when bought be- 
cause it grows so slowly it is old 
enough to bear fruit though still 
small, 

The Eastern red cedar has scalelike 
dark, blue-green needles, White spruce 
needles are incurved, sharp tipped, 
blue-green and four-sided, This tree 
retains its needles exceptionally well. 


Other good Christmas trees are 


To make a Christmas cake which 
will delight the youngsters, put an 
ice cream cone upside down on top 
of a two-layer frosted cake. 

Then cover the cone with green ic- 
ing. When the frosting is partially 
Set, press tiny brightly colored stars 
onto it, and place a large star on the 
very top of the cone. Lastly sprinkle 
the whole cake with candy cake spar- 
kles. This makes a very nice surprise 
for Christmas Eve.

Use roasted 
blanched almonds, English walnut 
halves, or halves of large pecans. 
Melt semi-sweet dipping chocolate 
very slowly over warm water, stirring 
frequently. Cool slightly and dip nut 
kernels, one at a time halfway into 
the meltes chocolate, Place on waxed 
paper to harden. Four ounces of the 
chocolate will be sufficient for 2 cups 
of nuts.
